Anjw, It was this Objection, as well as the 
Difficulty of Sins coming into the World 
which threw a parcel of Foolith Acreticks of 
old upon the Whim/ey of two Principles, one 
the Maker of all tnat’s gved, and Voter of 
what’s deftructive and bad, or as the barbarous 
Indians tO this day, one the Good God, and 
other the Evil. But an indifferent portion 
of Common Senfe without much Philofophy 
will fatisfic a Man that nothing can be a 
greater Contradiction than two Firfts, two Su-

Hence then *tis that we muft deduce all the 


Confufion or Mifery we /ec, or feel, or hear 
of, from our felves, not from Goc, all of 
which are the Effects and Punifhment of Sin. 
Twill goa great way toward the Proof of 
this, if we confider that tis for the moft 
part a fecret implanted Averfion and Enmi- 
ty between Man, and thofe Noxious Crea- 
tures that makes’em fo Mifchievous and In- 
convenient to us, when they are not fo in 
their own Natures, but might rather ferve 
to the Ue, at leaft the Ornament of the 
Creation. Lyons and Tygars, if tam‘d as 
fome have been, may be, if not Serviceable, 
however Delightful. Wild Beaits have Furrs, 
at worft, that will Comfort us as much 
as before their Owners fcar’d us— Not to 
add that many of em will not fetcon a Man 
unlefs in their own Defence. Nay, even 
Serpents, fome of "em eipecially, are even 
in their prefent Eftate ( perhaps as much al- 
ter'd as that of Man ) very Beautiful and 
Lovely, and fome of ’em perfectiy Harm- 
lefs ; and if we believe one great part of 
the Forreign Virtuofi, their whole Venom lies 
in their enrag’d Spirits, fince when in a 
ood Humour there’s not half fo much Mif- 
chief in their Bite as in the Prick ofa Pin 
or Needle : And the rankeft Poifons have 
no Effeét on fome Bodies, nor wou’d on 
any Man’s, were it not for fome Accidental 
Caufes, which may be even by Art provid- 
ed againft ; and even Scorpions, and Vipers, 
and Mad-Dozggs, carry in their own Bodies 
Sovereign Antidotes agsinft thofe Milchiefs 
they caufe—-An Argument of Divine Wif- 
dom and Mercy as well as Juitice. And 
thefe Noxious Qualities may be fufpended 
whenever the Snpream Being pleafes, who 
makes ufe fometimes of fuch a Sufpenfion, 
or rather perhaps fortifying of the Body 
againit their Effects, for great and wife 
ends, well worthy his Ipterpofing, namely 
to Evidence great and momentous Truths 
to Mankind ; as for Example, that of our 
Saviour’s Miffion and Doétrine, in Confir- 
mation whereof his Difciples had Power 
over Afps and Serpents, and if they drank 
any deadly thing it cou’d not hurt them. 
After all, why do We Complain of thofe 
lefs and rarer Bwils, when at the fame time 
we every Day bring a thoufand times 
worfe upon our feives, tho’ free and volun- 
tary Agents — Nay, and are very fond of 
‘em too, and will by no means part 
with ‘em — We fee Men are Wolves, Ty- 
gars, Serpents to themfelves as well as one 
another, and one great French Bafilisk, has 
i's.very probabic, alrcady deflroy’d more 
Men than all the lefler Vipers, Serpents or 
Tygars fince the Creation ; and yet he, as 


well as the Old Serpent, has many Hopp. 
dreds-of-thovfands that wil] ftill fall down
